Riots broke out in the village after the 
shooting, youths set up barricades and pelted 
troops with rocks and bottles, before fleeing 
to surrounding bills. Additional forces arrived 
on the scene and imposed a curfew. 

Youths in the neighbouring village of Hus- 
san also set up stone barricades and pelted 
troops with stones. before they were dispersed. 

Battir, which is near the train tracks running 
south of Jerusalem. has been the site of re- 
peated rock-throwing at the trains, and at 
soldiers posted to secure the railway.

Revolution’ as party chooses slate 


Labour goes for youth

The Labour Party yesterday elected a younger, 
more representative and more Sephardi list to lead it 
in the elections for the 12th Knesset. Some called it “a 
revolution” and “an earthquake.” 

New. mostly young, faces appeared in the parties’ 
second and third groups of 10: Amir Peretz, Eli Da- 
yan, Shimon Shetreet, Avraham (Beiga) Shohat, Av- 
raham Burg, Yossi Beilin and Eli Beo-Menahem. 
Lova Eliay, returning to Labour, is also in the second 
10, as are Micha Harish and Nava Arad. 

Peretz, Dayan, Shetreet and Rafi Edri. who joins 
them in the second group, are of Moroccan origin. 

The elections were held in four rounds at the Kib- 
butz Movement Seminar Centre at Ramat Efal from 
nine in the morning till dawn today. 

Elder statesman Abba Eban, who failed to get elect- 
ed in either the first or second round, went home early, 
before the final results of the second 10 were 
announced. 

A Stinging blow was dealt the Tel Aviv, Jerusalem 
and Haifa branches and the Moshav Movement, 
whose candidates were bumped from the top 20. 

Many were surprised by the failure of Eliyahu 
Speiser and Michael Bar-Zohar of the Tel Aviv branch 


and Shevah Weiss of Haifa to get into the first two 
groups. Speiser was not elected in the third round, 
either. Along with Abba Eban and Speiser, Ya‘acov 
Gil was the third current Labour MK who will be out 
of the 12th Knesset. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal (915) soared to the 
top of the first 10 with Ora Namir (906) a close second. 
Next came ministers Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino 
(873), Gad Ya‘acobi (871), Ya'acov Tsur (744) and 
Mordechai Gur (741). Haim Ramon (628), Avraham 
Katz-Oz (614). David Liba’i (607), and Police Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev (605). 

The first 10 actually represents slots 8-17 on the list. 
as the first seven places are reserved for the six senior 
party leaders and Ezer Weizman. 

Representatives of the big branches and the Moshav 
Movement asked party secretary-general Uzi Baram 
to postpone the third-round election for two hours to 
give them time to organize getting ἃ candidate elected. 
Baram declined but urged them to agrec on one candi- 
date each. 

Party chairman Shimon Peres also urged Central 
Committee members to vote for the representatives of 
the main branches, the moshavim. women and the 
poorer quarters.

The Consumer Price Index rose 
last month by 1.2 per cent, the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics announced 
yesterday. During the 12 months 
ending with May, the index rose by 
16.9 per cent, a further indication 
that the economy is heading beyond 
the 12 per cent inflation rate target- 
ed by the Treasury for 1988. 

The rise in prices for last month 
brought the index to 115.5 points on 
ἃ 1987=100 baseline. In the first five 
months of the year, the CPI rose by 
8.2 per cent, which would translate 
into an annual rate of some 2) per 
cent. 


May index shows inflation 
heading beyond 1988 target 


Bureau officials said that since the 
payment of the last cost-of-living al- 
lowance to workers, the index had 
increased by some 5.6 per cent. The 
Histadrut has already indicated that 
when the accumulated inflation 
teaches 7 per cent it will demand the 
payment of a new c-o-l increment, in 
accordance with the agreement it 
signed with private sector employers 
in 1986. The 7 per cent figure will be 
reached when the index rises anoth- 
er 1.2 per cent. 

But the industrialists have already 
indicated that they will not pay the 
allowance, since the 1986 accord ex- 
pired at the end of March, and no 


new accord has been signed.

Abba Eban walked a long. and 
lonely mile from his private room to 
the Labour Party auditorium at Ra- 
mat Efal yesterday, oblivious to the 
hushed murmurs and sad stares elic- 
ited by his stroll. The 1,200 Labour 
Central Committee members who 
silently made way for Eban already 
knew what he was soon to find out: 
for the first time in nearly 30 years, 
Abba Eban was not wanted on the 
Labous Party iicket. 

In the first round of voting, Eban 
picked up 480 votes, finishing 16th 
in a field of 17 candidates. In his ill- 
advised second attempt, Eban fared 
even worse: he picked up only 398 
votes and finished 18th. 

Lacking both a political power 
base with which to concoct a “deal” 
and any natural affinity with the 
committee's rank and file, Eban yes- 
terday became the most prominent 
victim of the Labour Party's 
“democratization.” 

Eban was first elected to the 
Knesset in 1959. He served in vari- 
ous Labour governments as educa- 
tion minister, foreign minister and 
deputy prime minister, acquiring an 
international reputation as Israel's 
most articulate spokesman. Since 
1984, he has headed the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee. 

“My relations with the party have 
been ambivalent for over 40 years.” 
Eban said yesterday while awaiting 
the results of the second round. 
“The democratization is not built 
for individuals. I don"t have to be 
where | am not wanted. I have other 
options.” 

Party strategists agreed that Eban 
made two cardinal tactical mistakes 
yesterday: the first, when he told 
reporters before the voting began 
that he would not run in the second 
round if he jost in the first; the oth- 
er, when he didn’t keep his pledge.

Police foil German 
football hooligans 


DUSSELDORF (AFP) -- Nearly 
200 West German hooligans who 
planned to wreak havoc at the En- 
gland-Netherlands Esropean 
Championship football match were 
arrested yesterday. 

Police said 150 were arrested as 
they prepared to storm the Rhein- 
της where England fans were 
stunned by their team’s 3-1 defeat 
by the Dutch. Another 44, aged be- 
tween 16 and 25, were arrested at 
Gelsenkirchen, 40 km. away, as 
they prepared to board a train to 
Dusseldorf. 


They were also suspected of plan- 
ning trouble at the match. Police 
seized two baseball bats, two start- 
i , tear and batons. Ac- 
fordiig: to the T Dusseldorf police 
spokesman, ‘‘the youths were 
.watched for several hours. We inter- 
vened when their plan to cause trou- 
ble became clear.” 

Early yesterday, police battled 
with West German and English sup- 
porters for five hours outside Dus- 
seldorf’s railway station and in the 
old town. They arrested 90 English 
fans and 40 Germans while cars 
were overturned and windows were 
smashed during the disturbances. 


British Sports Minister Colin 
Moynihan said in the city, where he 
watched the England-Netherlands 
match, that the English fans who 
took part in the violence were 
“worse than animals.” He said 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
shared his “anger and shame” and 
added that tough new laws would be 
introduced by the British govern- 
ment to combat violence around 
sports stadiums. A large police pres- 
ence prevented trouble during yes- 
terday afternoon’s match. The 
Netherlands were followed by more 
than 30,000 fans, some of whom 
went on the rampage in a stadium 
carpark before the game, while 
more than 6,000 English followers 
were also present. Police with ba- 
tons and specially trained dogs es- 
corted Dutch fans out of the stadium 
first at the end of the match, while 
officials asked English fans to re- 
main inside. 

English fans, disappointed at 
their team’s defeat and exit from the 
championships, were later guided 
out and although there was no trou- 
ble, many of the harder elements

Vietnam to recall 
Cambodia command 


BANGKOK (AP) - Vietnam an- 
Nounced yesterday it will withdraw 
its military command from war-torn 
Cambodia on June 30 as part of a 
planned pullont of 50,000 troops by 
the end of the year. 

A communique from the Ministry 
of National Defence said the com- 
mand and supporting units would 
return home this month in agree- 
ment with the pro-Vietnamese 
Cambodian government, which 
Viemamese forces are defending 
against guerrilla groups. 

“The command itself, with the 
commanding body, shall leave Kam- 
puchea (Cambodia) on June 30, 
1988," the communique said. “The 
remaining Vietnamese volunteer 
forces in Kampuchea shall be placed 
under the direction of the People's 
Republic of Kampuchea.” 

The brief communique was car- 
ried by the domestic official Radio 
Hanoi, monitored in Bangkok. 

A similar announcement from the 
Cambodian Ministry of National 
Defence said a farewell ceremony 
for the Vietnamese would be held 
on June 30 in Cambodia's capital of

Vietnam announced on May 26 it 
would withdraw 50,000 troops by 
year’s end as part of its plan for a 
complete pullout by 1990.

Cambodia fighting 50,000 or more 
guerrillas backed by China, Thai- 
land and other Asian and Western 
countries. 

Vietnam also said that until 1990, 
its remaining forces would be put 
under the command of the govern- 
ment which Hanoi installed after in- 
vading Cambodia in late 1978. It 
says the government can take over 
the war against the guerrillas, a 
claim Western diplomats strongly 
doubt.

As in previous pullouts, dozens of 
foreign journalists are expected to 
attend this month's ceremonies. But 
a Hanoi-based diplomat said he 
doubted any Western countries 
would send observers because it 
could be seen as giving legitimacy to 
the withdrawal claim. 

The senior Western diplomat said 
that to prepare the way for its total 
withdrawal, Vietnam was seeking to 
ensure the Khmer Rouge do not 
fetum.to power in Cambodia.

Armenian Supreme Soviet

YEREVAN (Reuter) — The parlia- 
ment of Soviet Armenia yesterday 
voted in favour of transferring the 
Azerbaijani region of Nagorno-Kar- 
abachskaja to Armenia, official 
sources said.

The Guardian, a respected inde- 
pendent newspaper, reported June 
6 that 10 European companies co- 
vertly dumped more than 20 of the 
world’s most dangerous industrial 
toxic wastes, including radioactive 
materials, in Nigeria. 

. In late May, the Congo govern- 
ment announced the arrests of five 


. people, including an adviser to the 


prime minister, in what was dubbed 
“the industrial waste affair.” Politi- 
cal adviser Dieudonne Ganga, Envi- 
ronment director Marius Issanga 
Gamissimi, External Trade director 
Abel Tchicou, lawyer Vincent 
Gomes and artisan Jeaa Passi were 
accused of establishing 2 fictious 
company with the intent of covertly 
accepting toxic wastes. 

Ganga allegedly initiated contacts 
with the U.S. Embassy in Brazza- 
ville for a plan for the Congolese 
Co. to store one million tons of in- 
dustrial. waste in the West African 
nation. The company would have 
eamed $4.2 million a year over a 
three-year contract, the government 
said. The U.S. Embassy hasn’t com- 
mented on the affair. 

‘In an earlier case, Congolese offi- 
cials agreed to accept orie million 
tons for storage or incineration over 
eight years in return from $92.6 mil- 
lion. The “heavily polluted chemical 
waste,” as it was described, was to 
be shipped from the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Luxembourg and West 
Germany.

The Tel Aviv District Court yes- 
terday approved the recovery pro- 
gramme for the Alliance Tyre and 
Rubber Co. drafted by its state-ap- 
pointed receiver Amram Blum. 

The plant, which has been closed 
for six weeks, will reopen as soon as 
a special collective agreement is 
signed between Blum and the Ha- 
dera Labour Council, which has be- 
gun to represent Alliance’s employ- 
ees in place of the company’s works 
committee.

feraoli Stocks Traded in New York 
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The Knesset’s good day 


IT MAY NOT have been a great day, but, everything consid- 
ered, Tuesday was ἃ good day in Israel's parliamentary annals. 

Cynics who had predicted defeat for the electoral reform bill 
if it was put to a vote, were proven wrong. The long-mooted 
private member's bill did pass its first reading, and was thus 
assured survival into the next parliament. The Who's a Jew 
amendment to the Law of Return, a perennial legislative 
phoenix, was again consigned to the pyre, despite confident 
forecasts by the religious lobby that on its ninth try in 15 years 
it would finally pass. 

Nor ‘vas that all. The Knesset also turned thumbs down on 
an alternative to Who's a Jew, which would require the 
approval of the head of a religious faith for any conversion into 
it from another faith. Lo yet another action parliament rejected 
a bill. worked out jointly by the religious parties and the 
Likud, to set aside the presidential prerogative in the matter 
and to reduce the prison terms of the few Jewish underground 
terrorist members still in jail. 

All in all. then, not a bad day for the section of the Knesset 
which takes seriously the idea of the rule of law and the 
promises of the Declaration of Independence. 

However, a close examination of the voting records and 
their background justifies a minor celebration at best. The 
electoral reform bill, it is true, received the support of eight 
more MKs than the necessary minimum of 61, and only 37 
opposed it. But the oversized majority was in no small mea- 
sure due to a tactical retaliatory move by the Likud against the 
religious parties, for tactically aligning themselves with the 
Alignment in a self-serving bid to delay local elections until 
after the coming parliamentary poll. 

The religious parties dread electoral reform. They fear, 
rightly or wrongly, that it would lead to a significant reduction 
in their parliamentary strength. Therefore, they attack it as a 
threat to Israeli democracy, though commitment to democra- 
cy is not always a part of their rhetorical armoury. The Likud, 
as ao organized body, regards electoral reform as in the main a 
useful bargaining chip. Once overheated passions are fully 
spent, the Likud and the religious parties will no doubt repair 
their differences and team up again, in committee, to stall 
electoral reform as jong as they can. 

The cooperation, even last Tuesday, of the two blocs in the 
matter of the terrorist underground suggests that the time is 
not far off. 

Some religious party leaders, notably Shas's Rabbi Yitzhak 
Peretz, have found it utterly perfidious of the Likud not to 
have mustered its full forces, as allegedly promised, in support 
of a strictly Orthodox reading of who's a Jewish convert. But 
that accusation is grossly unfair. The amendment was only 
narrowly defeated, by a vote of 60 to 53, and only because 
even the brutal arm-twisting by Likud whips was insufficient to 
induce a small number of conscientious Liberal and Herut 
deputies to toe the party line. 

Rabbi Peretz had a stronger case against his own comrade- 
in-Orthodox-arms, Prof. Avner Shaki. The NRP’s new leader 
had foolishly insisted on tabling Who's a Jew on the same day 
electoral reform came up, thereby assuring a very nearly 
Knesset attendance. The religious lobby’s only chance to get 
the amendment through, Rabbi Peretz reasoned, was by 
catching the Alignment and like-minded parties off guard, 
meuning on a dull day with poor attendance. 

It cannot have occurred to the Shas MK what dismal a light 
he was throwing on his party's professed attachment to democ- 
racy by this argument. Nor what powerful further proof he was 
furnishing that only a decisive shift in the present balance of 
political forces could assure freedom under law in a pluralistic 
Israel. 


That monthly index again 


ONE index of the success of the economic stabilization pro- 
gramme has been the fact that, not long after its launching 
nearly three years ago, the monthly Consumer Price Index 
ceased to be a regular subject of newspaper editorials. This, 
alas. is no longer the case. Nor could it be when inflation is 
pluinly growing apace. During the 12 months which preceded 
last February inflation stood at 15.3 per cent, but the rate grew 
to 15.7 by March, to 16.3 by April, and 16.9 by May. 

The 1.2 per cent rise in the Consumer Price Index for May. 
unveiled yesterday. brings the 12-monthly figure to 18.9 per 
cent. Combined with the 1.8 per cent May rise in the Whole- 
sale Price Index. it suggests that the government is now 
pawerless to reduce inflation to the level prevailing in industri- 
al western economies. i 

What then is to be done to pre-empt another inflationary 
explosion ? A stable exchange rate. as the Treasury and Bank 
of Israel fully realize. does not work any longer. Nor can help 
uny longer be expected from the 7.5 per cent revaluation of the 
shekel. in real terms against the basket of currencies, since 
December 1986. The revaluation is in fact hurting Israel’s 
jadustry as a whole. not excluding the best-run firms. 

This, however. is no plea for devaluation -- not without such 
necessary accompanying measures as budget cuts, and only 
partial compensation for price increases. Which means that 
the time for devaluation has not yet come. But that it will 
come. in the not too distant future, and attended by some 
pretty painful measures, is now beyond question. 
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Abba Eban’s crude ouster from Labour's Kaesset list is perhaps 
just another macabre sign of the times. 

Israel. at a moment of grave crisis, has spurned the man who was 
its voice and its pride at its most exalted moments. 

A\nd the party which at last is confronting the dangers of 
deadlock, and adopting pragmatic policies of peace, has cast out the 
statesman who consistently warned of those dangers and urged 
(alas too meekly) those policies for long. unheeded years, 

Eban’s own Japse of political wisdom. savvy, and ultimately 
dignity. in running and re-running, is lamentable. 

Shimon Peres’ ineffectiveness as leader is once again 
demonstrated. He should have steered Eban to the Presidency of the 
State five years aga; he was the obvious candidate. Later, he 
should have made him Speaker of the House — as the whole country 
came to recognize during the opening weeks of the present Knesset 
when he wielded the gavel with wit and aplomb. 

But Abba Eban is not a moshay secretary, nor a hawk, nor a 
Sephardi; he is merely the most renowned Israeli alive, So for Peres 
he was expendable. 

One man who, like Eban. preaches peace, can still save the day, 
or at least the party's honour — and that is Ezer Weizman. He holds 
three "safe" seats in his pocket. Eban might eschew a “rotten 
borough,” but Weizman, who has a sense of history and a proper 
perspective on the issues, ought to make the gesture.

TWICE IN two years a non-resident 
New Zealand ambassador to Israel 
has delayed presenting his creden- 
tials in Jerusalem on the instructions 
of his government. Both occasions 
have been‘an expression of solidari- 
ty with the Palestinian cause, a man- 
ifestation, so to speak, of that coun- 
try’s even-handedness towards the 
conflicting sides of the Middle East 
conflict. 

When Israel's air force bombed 
Yasser Arafat's terrorist base in Tu- 
nisia. from which murderous attacks 
were being launched, the reaction of 
David Lange, New Zealand's La- 
bour premier, was far from even- 
handed. 


Without condemning the abuse of 
Tunisian sovereignty by the exis- 
tence of an active PLO terrorist 
base, he roundly condemned Israel 
in his moralizing speech at the UN. 
And although the New Zealand For- 
eign Office denied officially that 
there was any connection, its desig- 
nated non-resident ambassador to 
Israel suddenty went on protracted 
“personal” leave. 


This time there has been no such 
denial, even though Wellington is 
attempting to play down its indefi- 
nite postponement for the presenta- 
tion of credentials. 

Kenneth Cunningham, New Zea- 
land's resident ambassador at The 
Hague. should have appeared in his 
non-resident capacity in Jerusalem 
two months ago. Now, what is de- 
scribed as a “Palestinian support 
group” within New Zealand's La- 
bour Party has “leaked” the reason 
to the press. 

In explanation, Foreign Minister 
Russell Marshalt has criticized “Is- 
rael’s heavy-handed approach to 
Palestine Arab protesters” and has 
time-linked the presentation of 
Cunningham's credentials “until Is- 
rael made some serious attempt to 
resolve the current impasse.” 


ALTHOUGH THERE is an obvi- 
ous connection between the 
even-handed posture of New Zea- 
jand's foreign minister and a recent 
statement by its agriculture minister 
praising Ayatoltah Khomeini as “a 
charismatic leader,” it would be a 
mistake to attribute the country’s 
policy towards Israel as due solely to 
the amount of lamb and mutton sold 
to Iran. 

New Zealand, in fact, whether 
under its previous Conservative or 
current Labour leadership. has over

the past few years almost religiously 
followed the policy of the EEC, and 
of Great Britain in particular. 

Both its government and media 
have consistently played to the Arab 
“gallery,” apparently for reasons of 
trade, by supporting the PLO pro- 
gramme of a second Palestinian 
Arab state between Jordan and Isra- 
el, but with the “nuance” that Jeru- 
salem should be internationalized 
instead of being its capital. 


AND ALTHOUGH the New-Zea- 
land government denied allegations 
that it was surrendering to the Arab 
economic boycott of Israel, the evi- 
dence to the contrary was too obvi- 
ous to be ignored. 


Time and again New Zealand 
farmers were interested in selling 
Meat to Israel only to be frustrated 
by the government-controlled Meat 
Board. Attempts to bring about leg- 
islation against the Arab boycott, 
such as that introduced by the Unit- 
ed States and France, were rejected, 
as they have been by the British 
government. This “unofficial sub- 
mission to Arab blackmail has re- 
sulted in an almost one-way traffic 
of israel-New Zealand trade. 

This submission has many eppo- 
nents in New Zealand. Their argu- 
ments have never been satisfactorily 
answered on economic grounds by 
either official or unofficial sources. 
There is suspicion, therefore. that 
New Zealand's policy towards Israe} 
is determined “not by bread alone.” 

It cannot be denied that meat 
sales to [ran and Iraq are both im- 
portant and a substantial part of 
New Zealand's exports — but not as 
important and substantial as govern- 
ment and media posturing would 
make out. New Zealand sells each 
of these two Middle East countries 
100,000 tons of mutton and lamb 
annually. 

It also competes, with no great 
success, in the export to the Gulf 
States of technological know-how 
and industrial projects, with Ameri- 
ca and countries, as well 
as Japan. Naturally, New Zealand 
aspires to increase its Middle East 
trade with the Arab countries and 
Iran. The fact, however, cannot be 
denied that to date. trade in this part 
of the world does not exceed 10 per 
cent of New Zealand's total exports 
and that its major customers are the 
United States and Europe. 

Apart from this consideration, 
say the critics, the Arabs buy meat 
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because they need it. and will con- 
tinue to do so whether New Zealand 
trades with Israel or not. They base 
this assumption on the fact that New 
Zealand lamb and mutton is of the. 
particular quality sought by the 
Arab countries and Iran. 

Thus the argument that’ Great 
Britain's entrance into the EEC and 
the subsequent loss to New Zealand 
ofa substantial and guaranteed mar- 
ket for its products inevitably had to 
result in sabmission to Arab or Ira-
